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Qln  regards  to  Philippe 
Lafargue's  article  about 
polishes  and  oils  for  wooden 
furniture  (The  Palace,  Fall  2000),  how 
should  I  clean  and  prepare  the  wood  to 
now  use  wax  polish  if  I  have  been  using 
teak  oil  all  along?

A  Thank  you  for  the  foUow-up 
question.  First,  I  am  goin^to 
assume  that  you  are  dealing 
exclusively  with  furniture  coated  with  a 
clear  finish  of  some 
sort  -  no  painted 
finish,  no  intricate 
inlay  or  veneer 
decoration,  and  no 
loose  joints.

The  teak  oil  you 
have  been  using  for 
a  while  is  probably  a 
non-drying  oil.  I 
think  it  may  contain 
mineral  oil,  thus 
preventing  any  drying. 
This  is  what  I 
would  recommend:  Try  to  recall  the  last 
time  you  applied  the  teak  oil.  Do  not 
apply  anything  on  your  furniture  for  at 
least  30  days.  In  the  meantime,  wipe  your 
furniture  once  a  week,  using  a  clean  white 
cotton  clt:)th.  This  step  should  help  pick 
up  oil  residue.  Do  not  use  the  same  ck)th 
every  week. 

Next,  buy  some  odorless  mineral 
spirits.  Using  a  Q-Tip  dipped  in  mineral 
spirits,  test  an  unobtrusive  area  of  your 


furniture  (behind  a  leg,  under  a  rail,  etc.). 
Make  a  gentle  circular  motion  and  kH)k  at 
the  Q-Tip  ktr  clues.  If  the  cotton  tip 
looks  gray,  you  are  fine.  If  you  see  a  color 
that  matches  the  overall  locik  of  your 
furniture  (brown,  dark  red,  etc.),  you  may 
have  a  more  difficult  challenge  and  the 
mineral  spirits  is  not  an  optuHi. 

If  the  cotton  Q-Tip  looks  fine  (i.e. 
gray),  here's  what  to  do:  You'll  need  to 
work  in  a  well-ventilated  area  using  a 
respiratory  mask  and  latex  gloves,  ancl 
have  a  got)d  supply  oi  clean  cotton  cloths 
before  you  can  start  your  project.  Lightly 
wet  your  cloth  (not  dripping  wet)  with  the 
mineral  spirits,  and  rub  it  along  the 
surface  of  the  furniture.  Try  to  follow  the 
grain  of  the  wood.  When  you  have 
entirely  wiped  the  furniture  with  the 
mineral  spirits,  you  must  repeat  the 
sequence  with  a  clean  dry  cloth  to  pull 
out  any  residue  and  dry  out  the  surface. 

Before  you  begin  applying  the  wax,  give 
the  furniture  at  least  24  to  48  hours 
drying  time.  When  ready  to  apply  the 
wax,  you  can  do  it  in  a  circular  motion  if 
you  want,  but  always  finish  the 
applicatktn  foUowing  the  direction  of  the 
grain  of  the  wood.  Wait  30  minutes,  and 
then  buff  the  furniture  with  a  clean  cloth 
until  it  shines.  Repeat  the  buffing  as  t)ften 
as  yt)u  please  over  the  course  of  a  month. 

You  sluuild  not  neci.1  to  apply  wax  again 
for  at  least  1 2  months  or  even  k)nger.  ♦

PITCHING  IN  IS  WHAT  IT'S  ALL  ABOUT  FOR  KEITH  McCLEASE.  AND  HE  SHOULD  KNOW. 
HE'S  BEEN  DOING  IT  FOR  25  YEARS

Officially,  Keith  McClease's  job  at 
Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  & 
Gardens  is  garden  operations 
supervisor.  But  if  you  want  to  know  what 
the  Tryon  Palace  staffer  with  the  most 
seniority  really  does  for  a  living,  it's 
probably  best  to  think  t)f  McClease  the 
way  his  colleagues  have  come  to  do  in  the 
25  years  since  he  first  arrived  t)n  the  job: 
Mr.  Versatile. 


Keith  McClcase  may  be  a  mild-mannered 
grounds  worker  by  day... 

Around  the  grounds,  you'll  t)ften  catch 
McClease  behind  a  lawn  mower  or  weed 
whacker,  making  sure  Tryon  Palace's  1 4 
acres  of  grounds  and  gardens  looks  as 
good  as  they  possibly  can.  Out  in  the 
community  after  hours,  it's  not  unusual  to 
find  him  acting  as  a  sort  of  ambassador 
extraordinary,  spreading  the  word  abotit 
the  special  kind  ot  place  that  Tryon  Palace 
Historic  Sites  &  Gardens  is.  And  how's 
this  for  versatility:  When  extra  drumming 
talent  was  needed  last  Christmas  to  make 
Tryon  Palace's  re-creation  of  the  1 9th- 
century  African  American  celebration  of 


Jonkonnu  e\'en  more  festive,  the  Jonkonnu 
trtiupe  found  just  the  drummer  they 
needed  in  McClease. 

"Keith  is  someone  you  want  on  your 
team.  He  has  a  perennially  positive 
outlook  while  tackling  difficult  projects, 
and  he  is  always  ready  to  jump  in  with 
btith  feet  and  help  out,  whether  it  is  a 
flooded  basement,  moving  furniture,  or 
giving  a  presentation  to  a  state  government 
board,"  says  colleague  Rebecca  Lucas,  the 
horticulturist  at  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites 
&  Gardens. 

In  a  way,  that  versatility  has  been  part  of 
McClease's  story  since  the  day  he  first 
came  to  Tryon  Palace  as  a  1 9-year-old 
summer  helper  fresh  out  of  high  school  in 
1976.  After  the  summer,  he  was  invited  to 
stay  on  permanently. 

"At  the  time,  I  was  deciding  what  I 
wanteci  to  do  with  my  life.  I  played  music 
before  I  came  here,  sc:)  I  had  to  decide 
whether  I  wanted  to  go  anti  become  a  rock 
drummer  or  whether  I  wanted  to  come 
here,"  McClease  recalls. 

"And  right  at  that  time  my  band  broke 
up,  which  made  my  decision  easier.  I've 
been  here  ever  since." 

Little  could  he  imagine  that  a  quarter- 
century  later,  that  musical  backgroum.! 
would  come  in  handy  on  the  job,  when  he 
was  pressed  into  service  to  beat  out  the 
infectious  African  rhythms  as  one  of  the 
drummers  in  Tryon  Palace's  Jt)nkonnu 
troupe. 

"I  felt  like  1  was  home  again.  I  felt  like  I 
was  on  the  stage  again,  entertaining," 
McClease  says  of  the  Jonkonnu 
experience.  "But  at  Tryon  Palace  that's 
what  we  do.  I  feel  like  everybody  here  is  an 
entertainer.  You've  got  people  like  me  who 
work  behind  the  scenes,  but  really  what  we 
do  is  entertain  visitors.  We  show  them  a 
beautiful  place,  we  show  them  art;  it's  all 
about  entertainment.  So  I  feel  like  I've 
always  been  in  entertainment " 


Fcir  most  people,  taking  t)n  an 
important  extra  role  like  that  would  be 
involvement  enough.  To  McClease, 
though,  being  part  of  Jonkonnu  didn't  just 
mean  drumming,  it  meant  drumming  up 
support  for  the  project  as  well. 

"I  saw  it  was  a  good  thing.  That's  what 
really  pushed  me  to  want  to  be  a  part  of  it 
and  promote  it  in  my  community,"  says 
McClease.  "St)  that's  what  1  did.  I  told 
people  wherever  I  went,  anybody  I  talked 
to,  white  or  black,  that  they  needed  to 
ct)me  down  to  Tryon  Palace  and  see  the 
Jt)nkonnu  thing.  I  felt  good  about  it.  1 
wanted  'em  to  come  hear  me  beat  the 
drums." 

And  come  down  they  did.  Many  in  the 
crowds  of  visitors  who  enjoyed  the 
Jonkonnu  activities  were  people  who  had 
never  been  to  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites 
&c  Gardens  before.  More  than  a  few,  it's 
safe  to  say,  were  there  becatise  of  the  efforts 
of  McClease. 

That's  just  fine  by  him. 

"The  best  part  of  working  here  is  being 
involved  with  the  people,"  he  says.  "Tryon 
Palace  is  reaching  out  to  everybody,  and 
the  exciting  thing  ft)r  me  is  that  I'm  a  part 
of  that.  I  feel  good  about  that."  ♦

he  further  backward  you  can 
look,"  Sir  Winston  Churchill 
once  observed,  "the  further 
forward  you  are  likely  to  see." 

"If  I  have  been  able  to  see  further,  it  is  by 
standing'  on  the  shoulders  of  giants,"  Sir 
Isaac  Newton  wrote  in  1675, 
acknowledging  the  inf  luence  of  earlier 
scholars  on  his  defining  work  in  science. 

And  even  further  back,  in  the  first 
century  B.C.,  Cicero  queried,  "To  be 
ignorant  of  what  happened  before  you  were 
born  is  to  be  ever  a  chiU,  for  what  is  man's 
lifetime  unless  the  memory  of  past  events 
is  woven  with  those  of  earlier  times?" 

Clearly,  the  centrality  of  history  to  the 
human  condition  is  a  principle  as  okl  as 
civilization.  And  just  as  clearly,  the  inexorable 
relationship  of  past,  present,  and  future  was 
a  belief  shared  by  those  who  helped  bring 
Tryon  Palace  back  to  life  in  the  1 950s.

who  greet  visitors  at  the  Robert  Hay  House, 
just  as  it  was  in  thejonkonnu  parades  — 
re-creations  of  a  1 9th  century  African 
American  tradition  —  that  delighted  large 
crowds  during  our  recent  Christmas 
holiday  celebration  and,  later,  at  the 
governor's  inaugural  parade  in  Raleigh. 

Anti  the  appeal  of  history  certainly  was 
e\'ident  at  the  Palace's  first-ever  Free  Day 
in  March,  when  clouds  and  rain  failed  to 
dampen  the  enthusiasm  of  almost  1,800 
visitors  who  stood  in  line  for  as  long  as  two 
hours  for  a  glimpse  intt)  the  past. 

It  is  a  commitment  shared  by  our  staff 
and  volunteers  alike.  You  can  even  get  a 
sense  of  it  from  the  Tryttn  Palace  Council  of 
Friends  membership  application  stapled 
into  the  center  of  this  issue  oi  The  Palace, 
on  which  the  ctwer  slogan  sums  the  idea 
up  perfectly:  "Help  the  Future  Meet  the 
Past.  Join  the  Friends." 

Since  its  inceptic:in  in  1 993,  the  Cotincil 
of  Friends  has  focused  on  underwriting 
special  programming  at  Tryon  Palace, 
including  the  annual  ht)liday  celebration, 
which  depends  largely  on  the  Council  of 
Friends  support.  But  holiday  prtigramming, 
imptirtant  as  it  is  tt)  us  and  to  thousands  of 


our  visitors,  is  just  one  of  the  many  ways 
the  Council  of  Friends  helps  Tryon  Palace 
Historic  Sites  &  Gardens  keep  North 
Carolina's  history  alive.  Here  are  some 
others: 

African  American  History 

The  Council  of  Friends  played  a  key  role 
in  instituting  the  African  American 
Research  Program,  proviciing  both  seed 
money  and  moral  support  to  get  the  effort 
under  way.  An  early  major  success  came  in 
publication  of  Recollections  of  My  Slavery 
Days,  a  compelling  first-hand  account  of 
the  extraordinary  life  of  William  Henry 
Singleton,  who  worked  cin  a  Craven 
County  plantation  and  later  helped  recruit 
an  African  American  regiment  that  served 
in  the  Ci\'il  Wir. 

A  spellbound  racially  diverse  audience 
packed  the  New  Bern  High  School 
auditorium  last  spring  for  Let  My  People 
Go,  a  dramatization  based  on  North 
Carolina  civil  ct)urt  cases  involving  slavery. 
The  Ct)uncil  of  Friends  underwrote  this 
production  of  the  Touring  Theatre 
Ensemble  of  North  Carolina  and,  in 
response  to  popular  demand,  will  sponsor 
a  return  engagement  on  June  1 9  this  year. 
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Children's  Programs 

Part  excavation,  part  treasure  hunt,  part 
whodunit  —  learning  how  archaeology 
teaches  us  about  the  past  adds  up  to  great 
fun.  "Dig  It!,"  an  inncwative  introduction 
to  archaeology  tor  children  ages  9  to  1 2, 
made  its  debut  last  spring  as  part  ot  Tryon 
Palace's  growing  commitment  to 
programming  for  young  people. 

Dr.  Patricia  Samlord,  an  archaeologist 
who  heads  the  museum  services  branch  of 
Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  &  Gardens, 
designed  and  taught  the  program,  which 
sold  out  in  its  first  three  offerings.  Sessions 
are  held  at  the  archaeology  pits  near  the 
Crafts  and  Garden  Shop. 

Samford  seeds  the  excavation  sites  with 
objects  that  might  have  belonged  to  a 
family  in  the  past  Broken  toys,  pottery 
shards,  and  even  a  silver  teapot  are  buried 
beneath  the  surface.  When  the  budding 


took  place  at  home.  Today,  with  more  than 
1 8,000  North  Carolina  families  opting  tor 
home  schooling,  it  seems  that  history  is 
repeating  itself. 

Responding  to  increasing  calls  from 
home-schooling  families,  Group  Tour 
Coordinator  Brenda  Woodington  helped 
to  implement  the  first  "Home  School  Day" 
in  1998,  with  1 34  enroUees.  Last  year,  five 
"Home  School  Days"  attracted  619 
participants  from  across  the  state.  Part  of 
the  popularity  of  the  program  -  and  its 
cost-effectiveness  -  lies  in  the  broad  appeal 
of  the  hands-on  experience.  Whole 
families  from  preschoolers  to  their  parents 
can  participate  in  such  acti\'ities  as  candle 
dipping,  blacksmithing,  spinning, 
weaving,  and  cooking. 

In  one  way  or  another,  suppt)rt  from  the 
Council  of  Friends  has  helped  to  facilitate 
these  innovations.  One  of  the  dri\'ing

archaeologists  arrive,  they  learn  how  to  dig 
and  to  handle  the  objects  they  find.  Then, 
flush  with  the  excitement  of  their  discovery, 
they  piece  together  what  their  individual 
and  collective  finds  can  tell  them  about  the 
people  who  lived  there. 

"Dig  It!"  sessions  are  scheduled  this 
spring  for  April  28  and  May  26.  Call  (252)

Home  School  Days 

When  litde  Margaret  Tryon  moved  into 
the  Palace  with  her  parents,  her  education 


forces  for  the  council  is  David  LWard,  Jr., 
a  Tar  Heel  native  who  has  served  since 
1 995  as  president  of  the  council's  board  of 
directors,  a  job  that  he  pursues  with 
enthusiasm  and  commitment  Along  the 
way.  Ward  has  had  more  than  his  fair  share 
of  personal  encounters  with  North 
Carolina's  past. 

Ward's  first  job  at  Tryon  Palace  was 
chipping  stucco  oft  the  stable  walls.  It  was 
the  summer  of  1 952  and  restoration  of  the 
Palace  had  just  begun.  The  stable  wing  was 
the  only  remaining  part  of  the  original

Palace  structure,  but  over  the  years,  as 
people  replaced  animals  as  tenants,  the 
brick  walls  had  been  ctwered  with  many 
layers  ot  stucco. 

"I  was  employed  by  the  Tryon  Palace 
Commission  and  did  all  si)rts  of  jobs," 
Ward  recalls.  "1  beat  stucco  off  the  sides  of 
the  building,  made  mud  rubbed  on  brown 
paper  impressions  oi  the  arches  over  the 
rear  stable  doors,  looked  tor  traces  ot 
cement  material  in  the  winck)w  ledges  to 
determine  what  was  used  to  make  the 
cement,  and  succeeded  in  finding  the 
material  that  made  the  original  down 
spouts." 

"I  was  a  day  laborer,  but  it  was  a  great 
experience  and  I  learned  a  lot.  I  received 
the  first  check  written  by  the  Commission 
t(  )r  wi  )rk  clone  at  the  Palace,  and  yes,  I 
cashed  it  as  soon  as  I  could." 

Ward  no  longer  wields  a  hammer,  but 
you  might  say  that  he's  been  chipping  away 
ever  since,  working  (.liligently  to  re\'eal 
Tryon  Palace  in  all  its  glory.  Last  fall.  Ward 
personally  signed  hundreds  of  letters 
asking  tor  support  of  the  Council  of 
Friends  first-ever  annual  fund,  then 
thanking  those  who  responded. 

The  generosity  ot  1 72  donors,  combined 
with  Ward's  imf  lagging  eftorts,  raised 
more  than  $46,000  for  the  2000  annual 
fund.  (See  Page  6  for  a  list  ot  contributors.) 
Net  proceeds,  along  with  membership 
fees,  are  supporting  innovative 
programming  to  interpret  the  past  tor 
today's  audiences.  ♦

The  Gardener's  Dictionary  (7th  or  8th  Edition) 

This  book  by  Phillip  Miller  is  the  1 8th  century  authority  on 
gardening.  Not  only  does  it  list  the  known  gardening  plants  of  the 
period,  it  also  provides  instruction  on  how  to  take  care  of  plants  and 
other  gardening  practices.  This  will  be  a  valuable  research  tool  for 
better  interpreting  the  gardens  at  Tryon  Palace.  Cost:  $1 ,500  to 
$2,000,  depending  on  availability  and  condition. 


Leaf  Vacuum 

One  of  these  will  improve  care  of  the  gardens  by  allowing  staff 
to  spend  less  time  on  time-consuming  chores  such  as  raking  and 
more  time  on  care  of  plants  and  other  areas  of  the  gardens.  Cost: 

$100-$150. 

Irrigation  System  for  South  Half  of  the  Kitchen  Garden 

Watering  is  one  of  the  most  time-consuming  tasks  in  the  warm 
months.  Installation  of  an  irrigation  system  will  allow  for  more 
accurate  and  efficient  application  of  water  to  the  plants,  improving 
the  equality  of  the  gardens.  The  north  half  of  the  garden  already  has 
an  irrigation  system.  Cost:  $4,500. 

Jawbones  and  Deer  Antlers 

How's  this  for  an  unusual  giving  opportunity?  Horse  or  cow 
jawbones  and  deer  antlers  (or  better  yet,  complete  deer  heads!) 
are  needed  for  our  2001  Jonkonnu  celebration  next  December.
